The Chronicle this .-morning prints an 
interview with George D. Collins, a 
reputable lawyer 
-of,, "this-city,• who 


says that the airship is'-a reality. .Mr. 
Collins says:

"It is true1-that-iher.e is-'ait-last .a 


successful airship-'in': eiSetenco and 
that California .will have the honor of. 
bringing it'before-the world. • I-have 
known of the affair for'some time and 
am acting as attorney • for •- the- 'in- 
ventor. He is a wealthy-man .who has 
been, studying the subject -for fifteen 
years'-and vt-.ho-.came'here seven-years 
ago from Maine in" order to-be'-able-to 
perfect his "ideas-Way'from the^ey'es 
of other -inventors. -During -the' last 
five years he has spent- at-least SaOO- 
000 on his work. He li'as-iiot'ye't se- 
cured his patent, but his application is 
now in Washington. 
I canr.ot say 


much about the machine he has per- 
fected because he is my client and be- 
sides he fears t-h.it the application will 
be stolen from the patent office if peo- 
ple come to know that his invention is 
practicable, 


DESCRIPTION OF THE SHIP. 
"I saw the machine one night last 


week at the inventor's invitation. It 
is made of metal, is about. 150' feet 
long and will carry fifteen people. 
There was no motive power as far as I 
could see, certainly no steam. It is 
built on the aeroplane system and two 
canvas wings eighteen feet wide and a 
rudder, shaped like a bird's tail. The 
inventor 
climbed into the machine, 


and after he had been moving some of 
the mechanism for a moment I saw 
the thing begin to ascend from-'the 
earth very gently. The wings flapped 
slowly as it rose and then a little 
faster as it began to move agaJnst the 
wind. The machine was under perfect 
control all the lime. When it got to 
a height of about ninety feet the in- 
ventor snouted to me he was going.to 
make a series of circles and then des- 
cend. He immediately did so, begin- 
ning by making ii circle about 100 
yards in diameter and then gradually 
narrowing it until the machine got 
within thirty feet of the ground. It 
then came straight down gracefully 
and touched the earth as lightly'as a 
falling leaf. 


"The reports from Sacramento the 


other night were true. It was my 
client's airship. It started from Oro- 
ville mid flew sixty miles in .1 straight 
line directly over Sacramento. After 
running up and down- once or twice 
over the capital my friend came right 
on a distance of another seventy miles 
and landed at a spot on the Oak-land 
side of the bay, where the machine 
now lies, guarded by three men. 


GETS SEASICK ON THE TKIP. 
"The inventor found during his trial 


trip that his ship had a wave-like mo-

seasick. 


In the course of another six days this 
this trouble will be done away with 
and it'is then his intention to imme- 
diately give the people of San Fran- 
cisco a chance to see his machine. He 
will ily right over the city nnd across 
'Market street a dozen times. I can- 
not tell J'ou further particulars than 
that the machine does its work per- 
fectly and will astound the world and 
revolutionize travel' when it has been 
uisplayed' before the.public. The in- 
' ventor can fly with it to New York to- 
morrow if he wants to. He has for- 
saken the ideas of Maxim and -Lang- 
'try entirely in building the machine 
and baa constructed it on an absolute- 
ly new theory." 


In spite of Mr. Collins' statement 


there are many skeptics who say flatly 
they do not believe the story. It is 
almost incredible that an airship 150 
feet long could be secreted in any 
.buildi-ag near San Francisco without 
the iact being made public. The mys- 
terious, lights seen over Sacramento 
'are thought to have been' meteors 
which passed within range of the vis- 
' ion of belated citizens who imagined 
-they saw an airship.

Somo interesting correspondence is

Some of the' letters are from post- 


masters, .wiose terms, of. office - will 
expire.within a short time after the 
McKinley administration will b« in- 
stalled. The s-ug'gestion, is made by 
the postmasters -ihat they will 
offer1 


their resignations provided certain 
persons, whose names are given, can 
be appointed at once to fill the vacan- 
cies. Tihe object of this little by- 
play is to take advantage of the rule 
of recent administrations 
to permit 


appointees to postoffices to hold the 
full four years of their terms. The 
present postmasters appear to be im- 
pressed with the idea that they can 
resign and have a wife, son or daugh- 
ter appointed, and the person so ap- 
pointed will be able to hold Che office 
for the full four years from the date 
of appointment. It is whispered at 
the department that scores of these 
letters .are coming .in. Another rack 
taken by some of the officials is to 
endeavor to arrange to have a. Repub- 
lican appolnt-ed, the vacancy to be 
created by the proposed resignation.

In the courts of small jurisdiction 


the judge is placed upon a salary of 
small amount and is allowed to charge 
fees as Justices of the Peace are now 
allowed to do. But in cities like Be- 
:iue all fees are taken away and paid 
.nto the city or county treasuries. In 
all cases beyond those cognizable anc 
beyond Justices, some provision for 
jury trials -is made. 


This result is accomplished by the 


aldermen of the city,
